The sun, sand, and surf. You have 
been enjoying this paradise for three 
blissful months, but as the summer's 
end approaches, your sights turn toward 
a Stark reality--fall semester awaits your 
return. Schedules, books, and Drop-Add 
lie on the path ahead, as do the long 
lines at the book store and the hassle 
of books being sold out. The Book 
Rack often fails to stock enough books 
to accommodate student needs. 

Long before a student even concerns 
his or herself with fall semester, the 
Book Rack, a retail book store located 
in Salisbury's College Center, begins 
preparing for fall semester sales. They 
commence this process by circulating a 
letter to the faculty. 


A segment of the letter reads, "As in 
the past, we will be buying books from 


‘our students during exam week. This is 
a two fold service that we offer to our 
students; they can sell their no longer 
needed textbooks for cash, and we, in 
turn, can offer them used books for sale 
in the Fall. We can only do this with 
the full cooperation from the faculty. If 
we do not have your book orders telling 
us what books to buy, then the students 
lose out. Books which are not 
currently being used on this campus 
may be obtained from a used book 
company, So it is imperative that we 
receive your adoption forms as soon as 
possible." 

Adoption forms sent in by professors 
provide the book store with an 
approximation of how many students 
will be enrolled in a certain class and 
indicates generally how many books 
will be needed. The bookstore then 
refers to their file of statistics to see if 
this approximated number is in 
accordance with past enrollment trends. 

For example, if a teacher sends in an 
adoption form stating that there will be 
approximately 40 students, the book 
store must then check the files to se if

this number is justified. If the 
Statistics show that the past enrollment 
average was 12 students, there is 
obviously a discrepancy, and it becomes 
the responsibility of the book store to 
contact the professor and find out why 
the professor anticipates such an 
increase in enrollment. Perhaps the 
class has been made a requirement for a 
particular major and this would account 
for the increase in number. However, if 
the professor has no valid reason or 
explanation for the increased number, 
the bookstore must take other factors 
into consideration before the order is 
placed. ? 

One factor which is comtemplated 
before ordering books is how many 
semesters a course has been taught. If 
it has been taught for several 
consecutive semesters it is likely that 
students will be selling books directly 
to other students. So, even if there are 
forty students enrolled in "Class A," 
that doesn't necessarily mean that the 
entirety of the class will purchase their 
books from the book store. Students 
may also choose to buy from an off 
campus bookstore. Therefore, the 
bookstore would most likely take a 
considerable loss if they purchased all 
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forty books, since students have other 
Outlets available to them for the 
purchase of needed books. 

If a book is published by a 
publishing company with a good 
shipping record, the book store mignt 
be conservtive in ordering since they 
have quick access to additional books if 
needed. 

Drop-Add and over enrollment are 
additional elements which play havoc 
with estimated numbers of books to be 
ordered. 

It is true that the book store is here 
to serve students, but on the other hand, 
one must remember that the bookstore 
is 4 retail business which must look 
out for its own welfare as well. 

Buy back is a service additionally 
offered by the Book Rack to provide 
students with the opportunity to receive 
cash for their used books. The student 
is paid half of the current new book 
price for returning his or her book. 

For example, Human Geography by 
DeBlig has a new book cost of $32.95. 
Provided that the book is in good 
condition, the student will receive 
$16.50 for the used book. Other 
students may. then purchase that same 
book the next semester for $24.75

(75% of the new book cost). 

The Book Rack issues a Buy Back 
list with the titles of books which 
students can sell to the bookstore. 
Often times students become angry 
because they have books in their 
possesion which are not on the list and 


cannot be sold back. The titles that are 
cited on the buy back list are there 
because professors have sent in 


adoption froms stating that these are the 
books they will be utilizing next 
semester. If you bought a book for a 
class that is only taught once a year or 
once every two years, most likely you 
will not be able to sell your book back 
because there will be no market for it. 

The best bet is for a student to arrive 
at Buy Back as early as possible since 
the book store can only buy 50-75% of 
the used books. 

For those students who find that their 


books are not listed on the Buy Back 
list, the Book Rack offers yet another 
alternative. A private book company, 
Wallace's, will buy these used books 
back. Unfortunately, it is usually a 
small percentage of what the student 
originally paid. 


Ultimately, the Book Rack is here to 
service the students and is always trying 
to accommodate the student's needs. 


AIDS Task Force Sets Guidelines, Not Policy

In an interview with John Fields, 
Assistant Dean of Students, Fields 
attempted to explain whether the AIDS 
Advisory Committee had set policy 
Outlines to help students here at SSC 
deal with the AIDS problem. 

"The task force is an AIDS Advisory 
Committee, that is made up of 
students, faculty, and administrators 
that has been organized since the Fall of 
1985," Dean Fields said. 

The first task of the AIDS Advisory 
Committee was, "to come up with 





guidelines for the campus. Our 
guidelines are not school policy, they 
are basic in house guidelines. We have 
not received total approval to use those 
guidelines as college policy. I suspect 
that that might happen sometime in the 
future," Fields said. 

When asked who had to give the final 
approval, Fields said, "We just haven't 
gotten approval to use it as college 
policy." When asked again who they 
had to get approval from, he replied, 
"Just say we haven't gotten approval.” 

Fields replied "no," when asked if the 
permission to use guidelines as policy 
was to come from the County Health 


Department or the Board of Directors, 
and finally sternly said "I'm not going 
to tell you!" 

Brenda Hooks, Director of the Health 
Center told the Flyer that she had no 
idea who they needed permission from 
to set up guidelines. She did say that if 
there was anyone on campus who had 
AIDS, the students would never find 
out from the Dean of Students Office 
or the Health Center.

Wednesday, October 14 the Student Affairs Committee held a meeting in the 
conference room of the Maintenance Building. Sixteen would-be December 
graduates attended to hear the results of the survey that the committee conducted. 
Ninety percent of those polled were in favor of a December ceremony. The 
students presented their case for a December ceremony to Dr. Butler. During the 
forty-five minutes of discussion Dr. Butler constantly expressed his disapproval of a

ceremony for the December graduates. Dr. Butler expressed his view that there was 
a “mountain of effort to do a graduation." The students told Dr. Butler that they 
realized the amount of work involved in a ceremony, but felt that they had realistic 
expectations. All they wanted was a simple ceremony held on campus and they 
even volunteered to help set it up. Chris Peach ended the discussion by posing this 
question to Dr. Butler, “What appears to us is that you have made your mind up 
to not have a December graduation. You have made your mind up that you are not 
going to have one. Is that true?" Dr. Butler's reply was a definitive, "Yes!" 

His negative response, vague reasons and obvious negative attitude toward the 
students prompted them to stage a sit-in in Dr. Bellavance's office. WSSC caught 


wind of what was happening and sent over news reporters, as did local television 
- stations 16 and 47. After about an hour and a half, Dr. Bellavance and Dr. Butler 


came into the office to talk to the students. Dr. Butler once again put the students 
off by saying if another survey was done he might consider a ceremony as if the 
evidence from the first survey was not enough. The dissatisified students turned to 
Dr. Bellavance in an effort to overcome the newest obstacle presented by Dr. Butler. 
Dr. Bellavance agreed to consider the appeal and give the students his decision at a 
meeting the following day. Dr. Bellavance neatly side stepped the issue as he

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passed the buck to the Student Affairs Committee to call a special forum of faculty 
which would truly decide upon this issue. Some feel that the administration is 
trying to make the faculty the "bad guys" in this issue. Knowing full well the

The Student Affairs Committee met on Friday, October 16 and decided to call a 
special forum meeting on the afternoon of October 27 in Devilbiss Hall room 149.
